They were n ot 
of the wild cheerin g an d applau d in g 
v ariety ,for their hearts were filled , an d 
when thin gs were d on e an d thin gs 
were said abou t d ear old Ru sh cou n ty , 
their frames shook with emotion , an d 
their cou n ten an ces gav e ev id en ce of a 
thrill bein g sen t throu gh their bod ies 
that come d irect from a 
warm an d 
cheerfu l heart. 
It wou ld take a composite write-u p 
of a James Whitcomb Riley , a Booth 
Tarkin gtoii, a Mered ith Nicholson , a 
George Ad e an d a George Barr Mo 
Ou tcheon —men 
familiar 
with 
the 
characteristics of 
In d ian ian s—to d o 
ju stice to the first (bu t n ot the last) 
Ru sh Cou n ty Home Comin g celebra 
tion an d Old Settlers’ Meetin g. 
Good cheer, charity an d hospitality 
were the watchword s 
of the d ay , 
an d d n rin g the part of the program 
that “ Jim ” ¡Watson pleased to call 
” Eatin g an d V isitation ,” a happier 
thron g, or a more pleasin g pictu re 
cou ld n ot be fon n d in all of God ’s 
earthly d omain , than the mu ltitu d e 
seated abou t in the shad e of the great 
spread in g maples, 
with 
a feast of 
plen ty in God ’s ban qu et hall. 
Totterin g, silv er haired old patri­ 
archs feebly shook the 
han d 
of a 
n eighbor they had n ot seen for forty 
or fifty y ears, recallin g on ly the hap­ 
py in cid en ts an d pleasan tries of the 
pion eer 
d ay s; tales

Gray haired mothers 
an d gran d mothers pressed their lips to 
the child ren an d gran d child ren , the 
offsprin gs of their chu ms of 
y ears 
ago. 
Su ch celebration s can on ly be con ­ 
d u civ e to the bettermen t of man ; the 
in spirin g scen es of the good feelin g 
ex istin g betweeu man an d man were 
master pieces of liv in g sermon s that 
told the great stories of brotherly lov e 
—the key ston e of Christian ity . 
The meetin g open ed in a most au ­ 
spiciou s mau Ler 
y esteraay morn in g 
abou t 10:3 0 o’clock, 
with Old Sol 
smilin g his blan d est an d n atu re offer­ 
in g her best. 
Abou t two thou san d 
person s were 
presen t when George 
Gu ffin , presid en t of [the Old Settlers 
Meetin g, called the assemblage to or­ 
d er. 
At that time most of those in 
atten d an ce 
were old er people—they 
are alway s prompt. 
Ev ery bod y 
join ed 
in 
sin gin g 
“ America,” an d be it said here, that 
n othin g said or [d on e y esterd ay was 
more in keepin g 
with the gen eral 
spirit of [the great [crowd . than the 
sin gin g

con cert. 
The An d erson 
ban d followed with a selection . 
Dr. V. W. Tev is. pastor of St. Pau l’s 
M. E. chu rch, offered pray er, askin g 
Div in e blessin g an d gu id an ce throu gh­ 
ou t the d ay — an d that pray er was 
su rely an swered . 
Con gressman Watson was then in ­ 
trod u ced an d d eliv ered the ad d ress of 
welcome. 
Mr. Watson spoke briefly 
an d said in p u t :

The ju d ge is an 
able man an d an in terestin g speaker, 
an d he d eclared 
d u rin g his speech 
that Ru sh cou n ty was n ot arou n d 
him. bu t within him. 
The In d ian apoils News Newsboy s 
ban d gav e a n u mber of high-class an d 
pleasin g ban d selection s, which were 
appreciated , for if there is an y on e 
thin g Ru sh cou n ty lov « s better than a 
good horse, it is mu sic. 
On e of tho most in terestin g n .en that 
appeared on the platform was the old 
n av al 
hero, 
Rear Amiral 
George 
Brown , whom Mr. Watson , who was 
n ow ]ierman en t chairman of the meet­ 
in g, in trod u ced as the on ly liv in g 
captain of fifteen who fou ght with 
Farragu t at Mobile Bay . 
Ad miral Brown is a Ru sh cou n ty ite, 
born an d bred for sev eral gen eration s 
back. His gran d paren ts, on both sid es 
of the hou se, liv ed in the locality 
which is n ow Milroy , an d 
people there were in that 
v ery few 
town ship 
y ears ago, who d id n ot belon g to the 
Brown or Tompkin s clan . 
The gran d old man spoke in pa rt: 
“ I hav e a stron g av ersion of speakin g 
of my self or my ex perien ce in the 
n av y , so on this memorable occasion 
I will elimin ate the person al pron ou n 
“ I ” an d speak on ly of Ad miral Brown 
—he of the n av y * * * I presu me 
that all here are Ru sh cou n ty people 
or former Ru sh cou n ty people, an d if 
y ou are n ot. (pau se) y ou hav e ray 
sy mpathy . 
(Prolon ged lau ghter). 
The ad miral spoke of the achiev e­ 
men t« of his father. William J. Brown , 
who was elected to the legislatu re 
from Ru sh cou n ty before he was *J1 
y ears of age. an d 
was 
afterward s 
elected Secretary of State, when he 
was 31 y ears of age. 
The in terestin g 
old man con tin u ed : “ I mov ed away 
from Ru sh cou n ty when I was eigh­ 
th n mon ths old , an d 
con sequ en tly 
was n ot con su lted 
in . the matter. 
At that age I cried a great d eal, an d 
n obod y cou ld fathom the reason for 
my con tin u ed weepin g. Bu t 1 gu ess it 
was becau se I was bein g literally 
oirried ou t of Ru sh cou n tv .

* * Bu t I alway s fou n d a 
welcome in Ru sh cou n ty , an d was 
alway s giv en the biggest chicken leg 
an d the hottest bisqu it on my retu rn . 
I*lov ed to be here so well, that on ce I 
footed it from Martin sv ille, where I 
was sen t to v isit relativ es.” 
Ad miral Brown gav e a brief su m­ 
mary of his ex perien ce in the n av y , 
alway s speakin g of himself as “ he.” 
For ex ample he said , “ He wen t in to 
the n av y when a y ou n g man . an d was 
v ery fortu n ate in secu rin g 
promo­ 
tion s. 
Su ch men as Dewey , Sampson , 
an d Schley 
serv ed u n d er him an d 
were his person al frien d s.” 
It d id sen d a thrill ov er on e to see 
an d hear a man of the achiev emen ts 
of Ad miral Brown , stan d in g before 
his former resid en ts an d man y kin ­ 
folk, blessin g the good old cou n ty of 
Ru sh, where he first saw’ tbe light of 
d ay . 
The An d erson Male Qu ratette was a 
pleasin g n u mber on the program, an d 
wou ld hav e an swered a hearty 
en ­ 
core, bu t on ao ou n t of the len gth of 
the program, Chairman Watson was 
obliged to taboo en cores. 
Letters of regret were receiv ed from 
Hon . John R. Ed en , Ju d ge Ed en 
an d Hon . Elbert H. Hu bbard . 
On e of the most thou ghtfu l ad d resses 
of the d ay was d eliv ered by Hon .

as C. Hall, professor of theology at 
the Union Theological Seminary , for­ 
merly pastor of the Fourth Presby ­ 
terian church of Chicago. 
The brides­ 
maid was Miss Helen Birch of Chi­ 
cago, Miss Eddy 's closest friend, and 
the best man was Senator William P. 
Dillingham of Vermont, a close friend 
of Senator Beveridge and nex t to him 
in the membership of the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Territories, of which the 
Indiana senator is chairman. 
The two 
official witnesses required under the 
German law were the senator's cous­ 
in, Mr. E. L. McClain of Greenfield. 
O., and Mr. J. C. Shaffer of Chicago, 
one of the senator's old time friends. 
The bride was given away by her 
father, Augustus N. Eddy , who was 
present with Mrs. Eddy , mother of 
the bride. 
The American embassy , where the 
religious ceremony was performed, is 
within American jurisdiction and is, 
technically , regarded as American soil, 
so that, aside from the formalities 
required by the German government, 
the marriage was practically the SMne 
as though it had taken place actually 
on American soil. 
The ceremony was 
performed In the large drawing-room 
of the American embassy , which had 
been 
temporarily 
converted 
Into 
a 
chapel with an altar backed by plants, 
before which Dr. Hall spoke the words 
that made the senator and Miss Eddy 
man and wife. 
Immediately 
after 
the 
ceremony 
Spencer Eddy gave a wedding break­ 
fast at which American Ambassdor 
Tower proposed the health of the 
senator and his bride, to which Sen­ 
ator Beveridge responded. 
Before the senator and Mrs. Bev­ 
eridge left for Dresden, where they 
will make a temporary stay , hundreds 
of cablegrams and telegrams of con­ 
gratulation arrived at the American 
embassy for them, most prominent 
among which was a cordial congratu­ 
latory message from President Roose­ 
velt. 
Another was from Senator Bev­ 
eridge’s mother, another from J ames 
Whitcomb Riley , who is a close friend 
of Senator Beveridge. 
Senator Alli­ 
son, the oldest member of the senate 
in point of service, was among the 
first to cable the senator his congrat­ 
ulations and cablegrams came in later 
from nearly every one of the senators, 
many members of the lower house of 
congress and from prominent men all 
over the United Sta tes. 
A great num­ 
ber of congratulatory m essa ges came 
from Tndiana. 
Cablegrams continued 
to arrive at the American embassy 
after the senator and his bride bad 
le ft 
A Pure Love Match. 
The marriage of Senator Beveridge 
and Miss Eddy , their friends say . is 
the culmination of a pure love match, 
not without its romantic phase. 
Miss 
Eddy , who by special permission, has 
studied in the German universities, 
also at the University of Vienna and 
at Columbia University . New York, is 
deeply interested in social and indus­ 
trial problems, a nd it was her interest 
in Senator Beveridg es fight in the 
sena te for a law for the prevention 
of child labor that led to the close 
friendship between them. 
But it was 
far from the original intention of 
either of them to be married abroad, 
the plan being to be married at Chi­ 
cago, Miss Eddy 's home, Oct. 25. 
Months before the engagement Sen­ 
ator Beveridge had planned a trip 
abroad for rest and also for the pur­ 
pose of study ing in France and Switz­ 
erland the working of the inheritance 
tax law. 
Miss Eddy also went abroad 
with her mother, who was in ill health 
and who has spent most of her tim e 
in France. 
Senator Beveridge has 
been in a secluded spot in the Swiss 
mountains. 
But while abroad they de­ 
cided to marry at the American em­ 
bassy in Berlin, so that they might 
spend the remainder of the vacation 
period together before the senator has 
to take up his official duties again 
In the fall prior to the opening of con 
gress. 
They will spend most of the time, 
before returning to Indianapolis in 
October, in Germany .
